NEW YORK, July 31.—The sell- 
ing of the past two sessions dried 
up during the early hours of to- 
day's stock market, and leading 
shares made substantial gains, un- 
der the influence of short covering. 

The bull faction offered support 
for important shares from the 
opening, and the failure of general 
iquidation to follow the swift 
lownturn yesterday encouraged the 
driving of shorts to cover. Trad- 
ing was light, total sales aggregat- 
ing 2,160,000 shares. 

Loans to brokers and dealers 
held by the New York Federal Re- 
serve member banks for the week 
ending July 30 were announced by 
the Federal Reserve Board after 
close of market as $3,228,000,000, 
representing an increase of $2,006,- 
$00 over preceding week. 

Analysis of the report shows 
loans for own account increased 
$50,000,000, while loans for ac- 
count of out of town banks de- 
creased $31,000,000 and loans for 
account of others fell $18,000,000. 

After the rally had reached the 
limits of a normal technical re- 
bound, bulls did npt press their ad 
vantage and during the late after- 
noon stocks merely marked -time. 
The market sold off substantially 
during the morning.

Chancellor Snowden said the 
ratification would be deposited 
sfmultaneously with the ratifi- 
cations of the dominions and 
India and the ratifications of 
the United States’ and Japan 
when all three parties to 
part three of the treaty were in 
a position to bring the treaty 
into force. ' 

The King’s signature of rati- 
fication of the treaty must not 
be confused with his assent to 
the parliamentary London na- 
val treaty bili which will be 
conveyed by a Royal Commis- 
sion with historic ceremonial in 
the House of Lords tomorrow.

an attack of Chinese Communists 
near Changsha yesterday.” eC 
About 50 Communists were kill- 
ed and many wounded as the »bhue-: 
jackets returned the fire of the 
Reds who raked the ship with ma- 


chine guns and rifles. 

The Reds attacked from the 
banks of the Siang River as the 
Palos was approaching the Com- 
munist-ravished city to make a 
survey of the ruins. Opening fire 
with 100 rifles and 10 machine 
guns, the Communists showered 
the Palos with bullets. | 

Caught in close quarters and un- 
able to turn back, the Palos 
brought three-inch rifles and ma- 
crine guns into action, firing into 
the attackers at close range. 

Battle Lasts an Hour. 

The battle raged for an hour be- 
fore the Communists were silenced. 
The attackers had taken up posi- 
tions behind shacks and in under- 
growth along the. bank. Heavy 
fire was necessary to clear the 
shore. . 

The five sailors received flesh 
wounds only. Although the Palos 
was hit hundreds of times it was 
not materially damaged. The steel 
armor piate turned the bullets. 

Commanded by Lieutenant-Com- 
mander R. D. Tisdale of Baltimore, 
the Palos, which previously had 


helped to evacuate foreigners from 


Changsha just before the Reds 
overran the city, sought to ap- 
proach and survey the damage. An 
unexpected rise in the river en- 
abled the boat to get near the city. 


Rear Guard Attack. 


The attackers were thought to 

be a part or the Communist rear 
guard patrolling. the Northern bor- 
der of Changsha on the lookont for 
possible Chinese military oppo- 
sition. 
After the battle the Palos with- 
drew down the river to an installa- 
tion of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New York and was moored. The 
Palos is one of the six to 12 ships 
comprising the American Yangtse 
patrol headed by Rear Admiral 
Thomas Craven. 

Dispatches from Hankow said 
Reds captured and looted Hwayuan, 
50 miles north of Hankow, and 
advanced to Siaokan, 25 miles from 
the central China metropolis, loot- 
ing and burning and cutting the 
Peiping-Hankow railway. Grave 
fears for the safety of Hankow, 
Wuchang and Hanyang, the tri- 
cities on the Yangtze, were ex- 
pressed. 

Additional Nationalist forces 
north of Hankow were said to have 
joined the communists and the 
middle Yangtze was reported 
swarming with bandits and Reds. 

Marauders at various Yangtze 
points, said dispatches, erected 
large notices bearing strong anti- 
Government and anti-foreign slo- 
gans similar to those flaunted in 
the ravaging of Changsha. Many 
Yangtze. villages were reported 
looted and burned. 

Changsha advices today indicat- 
ed the fury of the Communist army 
had subsided somewhat, although 
the Reds retained control of the 
city. Dispatches said there were 
indications the Reds were prepar- 
ing to depart in a day or two. The 
majority of the fqvaders had with- 
drawn to a huge camp east of the 
city. — 

‘Fires Still Burning. 

No new fires were reported to- 
day, but numerous foreign proper- 
ties to which the torch had been 
applied still were burning. In- 
spection of the city by foreigners 
was impossible because gunboats 
could not approach within five 


miles of Changsha due to the low 


river level. * 


Although foreign properties on 


the island opposite the city had 
been looted, the majority were not 
burned. The Reds apparently 
were not anxious to destroy Jap- 
anese property, having burned tune 
Japanese Club there. 

The Communists also looted and 


burned the Japanese consulate and 


the Japanese hospital on the main- 
land. The wharves of the British 
Jardine Matheson Steamship Co. 
were burned last night. 

A slight rise in the river enabled 
gunboats to reach the vicinity of 
the Standard Ol] and Shell Oil 
properties on the outskirts of the 
city and it was thought these would 
be saved unless a receding river 
level, forced the gunboats to with- 
draw again. The oil properties are 
yalued at about $5,000,000 each.

A copy of the opinion and find- 
ing of fact of Federal Judge Fitz» 
Henry, Tuesday at Springfield, III., 
affirming the right of Andrew 
Frank Howe, 6954 Cornell avenue, 
to an accounting for the use of two 
of his patents by the Common- 
wealth Steel Co., has been receivea 


by Joseph T. Davis, chief of 
Howe's counsel. 

Howe's ultimate compensation is 
estimated by Davis at more than 
$1,000,000. A master in chancery 
has been appointed to fix the 
amount due and Howe's covuns! 
have been asked by the court, as 
is customary in equity cases, to 
prepare a decree outlining the 
basia for gauging the amount of 
payment. 

In the court’s findings, Clarence 
H. Howard of 5501 Chamberlain 
avenue, wealthy former president 
of the Commonwealth Co., is pic- 
tured as a fatherly counselor back 
patting Howe into assigning his 
steel mold and sand mill patents to 
the firm on_ repeated promises, 
which “he never intended keep- 
ing.“ that the inventor would be 
generously compensated eventual- 
ly; of using a paternal relation 
which he enjoyed as “father of the 
Commonwealth family” to take ad- 
vantage of Howe's “almost child- 
like simplicity;” of turning about 
face when his company was about 
to be sold and after 19 years of 
intermittent oral promises, declar- 
ing he did not remember making 
them. 

Presumption of Fraud. 

The confidential relation exist- 
ing between Howard and Howe, 
and the other employes of the 
“Golden Rule” foundry in Gtan- 
jte City, raised a presumption of 
fraud in the mind of the court and 
while nof finding specifically there 
was fraud, the court says “fraud 
may be predicated on the non- 
performance of a promise in cer- 
tain cases where the promise is the 
device to accomplish the fraud, or 
where a relation of trust and con- 
fidence exists between the parties.” 
(Elsewhere in the court's opinion 
the assignment of the patents is 
termed “constructive fraud.“) 

The, Judge’s decision indicated 
he did not accept Howard’s testi- 
mony that “I absolutely did not” 
promise Howe compensation over 
and above his salary and bonuses. 

Howard was “the 
driving a bargain for himself and 
his paramount interests in viola- 
Yion of the relation he bore (to 
Howe),” Judge Fita Henry wrote 
in his opinion.

Louis city lines beginning at 12:9; 
a. m. tomorrow, under authority ot 
an order obtained by the East gt. 
Louis Railway Co. from the Illinojs 
Commerce Commission. 


The new dime fare will rep); 
an arrangement by which. five-farg 
tokens were sold for 40 cents, mak. 
ing the rate 8 cents for regular 
patrons. Single fares were 10 
cents. 

Sales of tokens today were in 
limited amounts. The tokens which 
remain in the hands of passengers 
will be honored before Sept. 1, but 
not after that time, under the com. 
mission’s order. 

Local passengers on interurban 
cars will pay the new rate of fare, 
but interurban fares are not affect. 
ed. City bus lines of the company 
will also charge the straight 10. 
cent fare. 

The Commission, in its order, 
cites its estimated valuation of the 
company’s property, $3,418,491, an 
increase of $818,491 over the Com. 
mission's valuation of $2,600,000, 
made Dec. 31 last. The Commis. 
sion finds that the company has 
been receiving a return of only 3.3 
per cent on its valuation, and with 
the increased fare will receive no 
more than 5.3 per cent. The num. 
ber of revenue passengers carried 
in the first half of this year showed 
a decline of 12.5 per cent from the 
same period of 1929. 

At a hearing in Springfield last 
week, East St. Louis city official 
argued against the increase, saying 
it would not help the company 
whose losses, the city offiicals con 
tended, are due to business depres 
sion. The city’s request for a re

There followed a procession of 
newspaper publishers and report- 
ers, the corporation counsel of 
Chicago and the former Police 
Commissioner and Detective Chief, 
friends of Lingle, who gave their 
accounts of the situation. The jur- 
ors then heard a report yesterday 
of the progress of the Lingle mur- 
der investigation. With its final 
report today the jury went out of 
existence. g 


Text of Grand Jury Report. 

The report of the grand jury, 
read by Foreman Bernard De Yry, 
follows In part: 

The July, 1930, grand jury, 
having received from your honor, 
certain suggestions that Harry T. 
Brundidge, a reporter for the St. 
Louis Star, Who had written several 
articles on the crime situation here 
in Chicago, asked him to appear 
direct before the grand jury. The 
articles caused much comment by 
the press of Chicago and the gen- 
eral public.

Nunn Tells Why City Missed Several 
Expected Showers—Driest July in 94 Vears 
“/ “Unless Fall Before Midnight. - 
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Luck has a great deal to do 
‘with it,” remarked Roscoe Nunn, | 
meteorologist in charge of the lo- 
cal office of the Weather Bureau, 
settling down today to the tack of 
explaining failure’ of St. Louis to 
get a good rain since June 11. 
On that day the precipitation was 
2.23 inches. Since that time, the 
ost St. Louls got for its parched 


inch on June 25 and 26, and .56 on 
June 29 and 30. July records, in 
full, show a trace on the seventh, 


the twenty-firsts, .03 on the twen- 
ty-fourth, and a trace on the twen- 
ty-fifth. . 

Several Missouri cities got sodk- 
ing rains on some of those dates, 
although the drouth covers the 
whole State and others. But St. 
Louis, unless it has more rain be- 
fore midnight than it has had for 
the last 10 days, will record the 
driest July for 94 years. The.dri- 
est July in records beginning with 
1837 was 1890, with .37 inch rain- 
Total for this month is 
-25 inch, and the forecast is “most- 
Yaa Ss 

This July is by no means. how- 
ever, the driest month on record. 
The most recent month of less 
rainfall was .t inch in June, 1914. 

“Several times we should have 
had rain,” said Nunn. The weath- 
er map showed cause for rain, and 
the man in the street saw sigus- orf 
rain. We did not get it for two 
reasons: The ‘rain-making machin- 
ery’ was not going strong enough 
for a general rain, and St. Louis 
just happened to be outside of the 
local showers that did occur. 
Sometimes, when all the rules 
we know declare that a storm 
should take a certain course, un- 
seen influences deflect it. But 
sometimes its sources of energy 
simply do not hold out, and all its 
rain is gone when it reaches us. 

“Something like that happened 
to us last Friday. All St. Louis got 
was a trace, following .03 inch on 
Thursday, when Jefferson City, 
for example, was getting 1.82 and 
Rolla 65. At 4 p. m., when I 
starte! to walk from my office in 
the Rallway Exchange Building to 
the Public Library, there was a 
black cloud in the northwest.’ 
We're going to get er now,’ I said, 
and took my umbrella. 

Teo Hot to Rain. 


one clap of thunder, a few scat- 
tering drops, and it was all over. 
Outside I could see rain falling 
high in the air, but the air was so 
hot and dry that it never reached 
the ground. That occurs quite 
often in such weather as this, 

“It requires more effort now than 
normally for rain, even when the 
forces are set for it. There iy lit-. 
tle evaporation. The whole val- 
ley has been drier.shan normal for 
months. I doubt if there is enough 
moisture in the air right now to 
make a one-inch rain-—although. 
of course, in a general rain the as- 
cending air currents, carrying 
moisture to the cool upper alr. 
where it condenses into drops, can 
draw much more than that from 
distant sources. In wet weather, 
when the ground is soaked, what 
evaporates one day may come right 
down on the next day, and you 
have a rain with no cause showing 
on the weather map.” 


Must Be Motsture in Air. 


The maps, made daily at the 
‘Weather Bureau office from re- 
ports wired 
throughout the country, show areas 
of high and low atmospheric pres- 
sure and their movements. Every 
“low,” Nunn explained, is preceded 
and followed by a high.“ and rain 
is likely at the “wind-shift line” at 
the passing of the low and the 
coming ot the high, which brings 
clear and, if from the northwest, 
cool weather. 


“That is,” he 3 there 
is moisture enough in the air to 
make a rain. Even then, in sum- 
mer, pressure conditions are rarely 
well-defined enough to bring more 
than local rains, but a real low. 
pressure area close to us would 
give more than such niggardly lo- 
calized showers as those which 
passed us by this summer.” 


Hauling out the maps, he point- 
ed out that the trivial showers here 
July 24 and 25, when good rains 
fell less than 100 miles away, fol- 
lowed a “low” over the northern 
lakes and a variable high in the 
Southwest, with a thunderstorm at 
Springfield, Mo. On July 20, pre- 
ceding a .21-inch shower here and 
a .9-inch rain at Creadia, only 100 
miles away, he pointed out a low 
over Minneapolis moving eastward.

Gen. Almazan ~ Advises 
President Ortiz Rubio 
This Is Only Way of Re- 
ducing Danger to Nation. 


MEXICO CITY, July 31.—If the 
United States ever again becomes 
involved in war, Mexico should in- 
stantly become her military ally, 
Gen. Juan Andreu Almazan, Minis- 
ter of Communications, declared in 
a report to President Ortiz Rubio 
yesterday. 

Gen. Almazan has just returned 
here from an inspection of public 
works along the Pacific Coast of 
Mexico and the southwestern sec-. 
tion of the United States, 

“after considerable travel in the 
United States,“ his report says, 1 
have become a sincere admirer of 
the formidable concentration of hu- 
man forces in that country. I have 
acquired a conviction that in the 
event of any conflict whatsoever in 
which our gigantic neighbor may 
become involved, Mexico should 
without vacillation, with all loyalty, 
but always with inflexible dignity, 
place herself on the side of the 
United States. 

“For this is the only way of less- 
ening danger to our nationality and 
subsequently obtaining advantages 
for ourselves.” 

Motion Picture Industry. 

Mexico, another section of Gen. 
Almazan's report suggested, should 
make every effort to maintain a 
predominant place among Spanish- 
speaking nations in the motion pic- 
ture industry. 

On his tour Gen. Almazan took 
time while in Los Angeles to make 
a study of Mexican prestige in the 
movies. What he saw and Heard 
there prompted him to recommend 
that the Mexican Government 
transfer its consul general's office 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles, 
for, his report stated, The cinema- 
tograph in actuality is the most 
powerful public tribunal in the 
world.” 

He advised retaliation against the 
United States tariff and recom- 
mended that. Mexico should open 
to European goods, lowering or en- 
tirely removing the duties upon 
them. ; 

He also advocated free ports 
along the border, thus permitting 
merchants on the Mexican side to 
compete with those on the Ameri- 
can. 

For Land Legislation. 

Gen. Almazan recommended that 
Mexico reacquire lands in Lower 
California now owned by foreigners, 
changing the Americanized names 
of places back to the original Span- 
ish and turning the property over 
for colonization by unemployed 
Mexicans. 

In addition, the Minister urged 
legislation to prevent foreigners 
from acquiring land in Mexico. Re- 
ferring to what he said was a move- 
ment in Arizona to gain control of 
a strip of Mexican territory which 
would connect that State with the 
Gulf of Lower California, he advo- 
cated that Mexico bulld a harbor 
on the gulf and connect it with 
Central Sonora by good roads. He 
said American capitalists had 
pledged $25,000,000 toward the Ari- 
zona project and that his scheme 
would forestall it.

Eisenring has been acting 
president of the council since the 
death last February of President 
John H. Barry. 

Maurice J. Cassidy was re-elect- 
ed executive secretary, a position 
he has occupied for the last 18 
years. The secretary receives $85 
a week and is the only paid officer 
in the council. Other officers were 
elected as follows: Henry P. Koe- 
nig, electrical worker, -vice presi- 
dent; John J. Church, late root - 
ers, financial secretary; Charles T. 
Webster, Lathers’ Union, treasurer; 
Joseph Cullinane, sergeant-at-arms, 
and Joseph Hastey, Louis Schaef- 
fer and John Havey, trustees.

Commodity prices continued 
downward, the report states, and 
wheat, corn, cotton and some other 
farm products were at the lowest 
point since the beginning of the 
World War. This fact, coupled 
with uncertainty about crops re- 
stricted distribution of merchandise 
in agricultural areas. 

Production Curtailed. 

Vacations and closing of many 
plants for repairs further curtailed 


factory employment and produc- 


tion in several industries was at 
the lowest rate In more than five 
years. Almost universally, it Is 
stated, manufacturers are produc- 
ing only on orders. Activities at 
iron and steel plants were reduced 
below the usual seasonal volume 
and new orders were fewer than 
in any other month this year. Pur- 
chasing by railroads and automo- 
bile companies was at a low ebb 
and no improvement in demand 
was noted from the building and 
oil industries, 

Purchasing by merchants and 
the public continued to be very 
conservative, there being a general 
disposition among all class@p of 
buyers to take only what is needed 
for immediate use. Retail ‘trade 
as reflected in sales of department 
stores in principal cities of the dis- 
trict in June was 12.7 per cent less 
than that of June, 1929, and for 
the first half of the year the vol- 
ume was 7.1 per cent less than for 
the first six months of last year.

WEST ORANGE, N. J., July 31. 
—The future of opportunity in the 
machine age is a rosy one, in the 
eyes of Henry Ford and Thomas 
A. Edison. | 

This optimistic agreement was 
expressed in an informal inter- 
view by the automobile magnate 
on his sixty-seventh birthday yes- 
terday and by the 83-year-old in- 
ventor in his answers to the an- 


| nual questionnaire submitted by 


newspaper men, 

Other points on which the two 
were in accord were ‘thate hard 
work is the paramount essential 
of success; that prohibition is ben- 
eficial; that business depression is 
of negligible gravity, and that the 
unemployment problem has no 
perfect solution. 

Ford sat on a rail fence with 
Harvey S. Firestone and for almost 
two hours discussed the affairs of 
the nation with reporters and sev- 
eral of the boy scholarship candi- 
dates here to take the Edison test. 

Thé general assertion that the 
machine age is wrecking culture 
drew a strong denial from Ford. 

“Industry itself is a part of cul- 
ture,” he said. “The fact that a 
man knows a lot about industry 
does not prevent his using good 
grammar. standing straight and 
fappearing well. Every industry 
takes in almost every art. We need 
beauty in everything and culture 
should be a thing of practice, not 
something apart. Every article 
should be a thing of beauty, well 
made and well thought out, and 
then there will be a market for it. 

“as to the effect of modern in- 
dustry, there never was a better 
chance for the individual worker. 
Modern industry calls for more 
scientific labor than ever before. 
More machines are needed to build 
more machines. These machines 
must be designed and built and 
that is developing a high class of 
labor which is very well paid. 

“The day of individual success 
is not over. There are a thousand 
chances where there was one in 
my day.” 

“No Overproduction.” 

Ford asserted that there is no 
such thing as overproduction. “If 
goods don't sell,” he said, “it’s be- 
cause they are not any good or are 
too high priced.” 

For products like cotton and 
wheat, he said, new uses must be 
found. „ 

The country needs more bath- 
tubs and water with a kick in it,“ 
said Ford. 

He had been making some notes 
on a possible new industry. 

“T was thinking.“ he said, “that 
there might be a new water pro- 


: 


duced which would do good and 
have a kick In it. I believe there 
might be a great industry in that. 
There are many places in this coun- 
try where the water is bad.” 

“What do you mean by kick?” 
a reporter asked. 

Just get dry enough, and good 
pure water has plenty of kick,“ he 
replied solemnly. 

Ford said that in his factory he 
was having experiments made to 
find new uses for wheat. 

Somebody remarked about the 
possibility of Ford retiring from 
business. 

“J start to retire every morn- 
ing.“ was his comment, “but I get 
over it by night.” 

Then the talk turned to educa- 
tion. ~ 

History Books, Bolshevism. 

“I’m against history because they 
just use it on war and then don’t 
get one word right,” he said. 

He said he hoped his museum 
would show the contributions made 
to American history by “men and 
women who never got ints the his- 
tory books.” 

When Bolshevism and the Con- 
gressional investigation of com- 
munism were mentioned, Ford 
chuckled. i . 

“Gosh,” he said, “they were out 
at our place the other day and 


i found that we treat the Reds so 


well that there is no chance for 
trouble. 

“If bolshevism ever sets into this 
country, you'll find that it is be- 
cause the country needs it.” 

Hard Work, No Whisky. 

Scribbling down bis answers 
with a stub of a pencil in his lab- 
oratory, Edison voluntarily sub- 
mitted to a questionnaire from 
newspaper reporters. He greeted 
the reporters with here's the gang 
again,” and answered 10 questions, 
designed to bring out hig views on 
current problems. 

Thére is no depression, the ma- 
chine age is all right. youth is bet- 
ter nowadays and the new status 
o* women bodes good for the 
world, Edison said. 

In fact, he implied, what the 
world needs is just plain hard work 
and no whisky. 

The inventor considered that 
there is no real business depres- 
sion, but that .the workers are 
“scared and will net buy.” 

There was a garden party at 
noon and Ford ate a lap lunch, 
sitting under a tree, while nearby 
a Hawalian orchestra strummed on 
ukuleles and sang popular songs. 

Then a three-decker birthday

Advices from Kabul indicate that 
the revolt against Nadir Shah, King 
of Afghanistan, was crushed after 
a two-day battle in which beveral 
hundred rebels were killed.

Reports said Nadir Shah rushed 
to Kabul, the capital of Afghan- 
istan, when he heard of the re- 
bellion and summoned the eitizens 
to meet en masse.

MEXICAN SUPREME COURT VIEW 
ON MORELOS DIVORCE LAW 


Ratification of the Act by the State 
Legislature Held to Be Not 
: Retroactive. 
By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, July 31.—The 
Supreme Court has decided that 
ratification by the State Legisla- 
ture of a law decreed by a pro- 
visional Governor does not have a 


retroactiv effect. The decision 
concerned the Puente divorce law 
In the State of Morelos under which 
‘divorces granted in the last three 
years have been challenged. 

The court's decision was made in 
connection with an appeal against 
refusal of the Health Department 
to register a man as a doctor, a 
status the appellant had obtained 
in Morelos under an act passed 
by the Provisional Governor. The 
man held that the act which later 
was ratified by the State Legis- 
lature applied to his case, but the 
court held otherwise. 

The decision followed the grant- 
ing of annulment of a divorce ob- 
tained in Morelos before the State 
Legislature had ratified the Puente 
divorce law two months ago. In 
ratifying the divorce law, which 
had been decreed by Provisional 
Governor Agrosio Puente, three 
years ago, the Legislature sought 
to legalize divorces granted under 
the law from the time that Puente 
enacted it. 

The Legislature took the action 
because of a Supreme Court de- 
cision shortly before which had 
held the Puente law unconstitution- 
al. Hundreds of Americans had 
obtained divorces in Morelos under 
the Puente law before its ratifica- 
tion.

Just how severe it has been, and is, we do not know, 
because we have not had the means to find out. To 
be sure, this problem has been beautifully solved in 
mumerous official manifestoes. Only last month, for 


ed the President’s famous victory over the panic as 
one of the great peace triumphs of White House his- 
tory, concluding in the joyous note that “unemploy- 
ment which threatened to freeze the activities of the 
nation has proved to be little more than seasonal 
unemployment.” Secretary of Labor Davis has at- 
tempted to allay distress with sunshiny statistics 
that were only a little less far from the truth than 
Hyde's thunderratum. Secretary Mellon and Secre- 
tary Lamont have collaborated in reassuring thetoun- 
try as to the happier turn of things, while Mr. Hoover 
himself has on several occasions scanned our éCo- 
nomic horizon and issued pleasant reports. 
Meantime the facts of unemployment have con- 
tinued stark and forbidding, uninfluenced quite by 
these exalted pronouncements. Just what those facts 
are is unknown, but Mr. Hoover has at last reached 
tlie conclusion that those facts should be ascertained. 
It is a commendable decision, but belated. 
And there is another reason why Mr. Hoover should 
seek to forestall criticism of an action in itself wholly 
praiseworthy. Long before the market crash the ne- 
cessity for adequate Federal machinery for collect- 
ing unemployment statistics was recognized by Sen- 
ator Wagner of New York, who prepared and intro- 
duced a series of bills designed not only to create the 
necessary statistical machinery but to provide ways 
for meeting just such an emergency as the market 
smash precipitated. The Wagner bills were well con- 
sidered measures. They were indorsed by the coun- 
try’s best scientific opinion. As someone has said, 
they constituted “a national unemployment program.” 
It required two years of hard driving to get them 
through the Senate. Mr. Hoover as President has 
never uttered a word in behalf of those enlightened 
measures which, had they been enacted into law, 
would already have done the work the latest commis- 
sion has been appointed to do and would already have 
ameliorated unemployment. Not only was no execu- 
tive assistance forthcoming, but the House, in which 
the President’s wishes are commands, has wrecked 
the Wagner program. 

The tountry will wish Mr. Hoover's eleventh-hour 
Unemployment Commission godspeed, but the country 
will not forget the administration's responsibility for 
the defeat of the Wagner program. 
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IN OLD MADEIRA. 

Globe-wide travelers tell us that the Island of 
Madeira is one of the most beautiful spots in all 
the world. Deep ravines, rugged peaks, often snow 
covered; dark basalt precipices and the ever-near sea 
combine to produce many views of true scenic gran- 
deur, they say. Picturesque Pico Ruivo, the highest 
summit, reaches up 6000 feet in the center of the 
small isie and looks away to Africa, Lisbon and 
Plymouth, to Teneriffe and the Azores. White- 
washed houses, gardens of tropical plants, flowered 
terraces and ox-drawn sledges draw visitors to nar- 
row-streeted Funchal, thé capital town, set between 
the curving bay shore and the lower reaches of an 
amphitheater of mountains. Many who go to Ma- 
deira succumb to its spell and never leave. Yet for 
all its loveliness, things are not well on Madeira. 
Quite the contrary. «The needlework industry of the 
womenfolk bas been hard hit from the outside. In 
the past exports of embroideries have amounted to 
as much as $10,000,000 a year. Now the trade is 
virtually gone and hundreds are out of employment. 
The Hawley-Smoot tariff is at work. 
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AN UNSTABLE YARDSTICK. 
The instability of the reproduction new yardstick 
in the valuation of public utilities has long been a 
matter of comment. Justice Brandeis took note of 
it in his dissenting opinion of 1923 in the South- 
western Bell Telephone case, when he said: 


The course of prices for the last 112 years 
indicates. . . that there may be a practically 
continuous decline for nearly a generation; that 
the present price level may fall to that of 1914 
within a decade, and that later it may fall much 
lower. . ... To require that reproduction cost at 
the date of the rate hearing be given weight in 
fixing the rate base may subject investors to 
heavy losses when high war and post-war levels 
pass and the price trend fs again downward. 


The period of price recession that Justice Brandeis 
forecast is apparently upon us. The index number 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, says Editgrial 
Research Reports, based on the wholesale prices of 
550 different commodities, was 86.8 in June, as com- 
pared with 96.4 in June, 1929; 97.6 in June, 1928, and 
100 as yearly average for 1928. For metals and 
metal products, the June, 1930, figure was 95.4 and 
for bituminous coal, 38.2, as compared with 100 as 
the yearly average for 1926. 

As counsel for shippers in the historic Smyth vs. 
Ames case, William Jennings Bryan advocated re- 
production cost new as the proper basis for rail- 
road rates, while the railrdads contended for rates 
based on capital originally invested. That was-a 
period of low commodity prices. Since the war, rail- 
roads and other public utilities, in an era of high 
prices, have strongly contended for reproduction cost 
new as against original investment. We may yet, 
with falling prices; see @ second reversal of their 
position.

In one of Mr. Coolidge’s safe, sane and sage edi- 
torials he bewails the fact that when times are pros- 
perous and the President needs no support he is not 
criticised, but when times are hard and he needs 
support his support diminishes. Mr. Coolidge thinks 
it proper enough for the opposition party to criticise 
the President, but he thinks all responsible people 
in the country at large at all times should co-operate 
with the President “in the discharge of his duties.” 
“In the discharge of his duties” is a wide phrase, 
covering a multitude of things the President may do 
or stand for. Is the President always right? Have 
we reached the view of the subjects of a monarchy 
that, like the King, the President can never be 
wrong? Must we support him through thick and 
thin, in peace and in war, right or wrong? 
This apparently is the conclusion of Mr. Coolidge. 
It runs contrary to all the principles and theories of 
democracy. The right to criticise, oppose or defeat 
the President’s policies and measures belongs to all 
the people. The President is not the ruler but the 
servant of the people, and as such must stand or fall 
en the merit of his work. The people are the judges 
of his conduct from the standpoint of their welfare. 
Respect the President, yes; be subservient to him, 
uo. Support him in all that 1s good, oppose him in 
all that is bad. This is the only safe rule for citi: 
zens of a republic. The office of the President is sa- 
cred, but the President who fills it is subject to criti- 
cism. If he is not then we have an empire,-not a 
republic, :

Possible means of se- 
curing greater stabilization of the 
industry, a number of aspects of 
taxation and practical methods of 
introducing economies in the build- 
ing and financing of residences and 
income properties were consid- 
ered. * 

The conference will de for the 
purpose of reviewing the out- 
standing common ‘problems of the 
business and other interests identi- 
fied with such construction to de- 
termine upon a program of activi- 
ties, including factual / studies of 
such problems and agree upon rec.

Similar @erv- 
ice will be started on the Kirk- 
wood-Gerguson line within a week 
or 10 days. 

At present every second car on 
the Creve Coeur line is of the ons- 
man type and each car on the Kirk- 
wood-Ferguson line has both mo- 
torman and conductor, The same 
number of cars will be used under 
the new plan in each case, that is, 
there will be 15 cars on the Creve 
Coeur line during peak hours in 
the morning and evening and seven 
cars at other times, and on the 
Kirkwood-Ferguson line there will 
be 14 and nine cars, respectively, 
during peak and ordinary hours. 

The street car union is objecting 
to the one-man system of opera- 
tion. President H. M. Nelson called 
attention to a resolution adopted by 
the union Monday objecting to one- 
man cars on grounds that they 
slow up service and increase the 
likelihood of accidents. 

Men to Be placed Elsewhere. 

The resolution asserted that ex- 
periments elsewhere have shown 
one-man cars increase aceidents, 
pointing out that the operator can- 
not devote his full time to opera- 
tion of the car. The dual duties 
of the operator as motorman-con- 
ductor also tends to slow running 
time, Nelson statec. 

Nelson pointed out that while the 
plan would not affect employment 
at present it might serve to throw 
a number of men out of work 
should the union rule requiring 
men to take one day off every 
eight days not be continued on 
Sept. 1, the date of its expiration. 

S. W. Greenland, vice president 
of the Public Service Co., said the 
men taken off the Creve Coeur and 
Kirk wood-Ferguson lines would be 
placed elsewhere through the nor- 
mal withdrawal of employes. 

“There will be no greater danger 
of accidents,” he said, “because 
each operator will be instructed to 
devote his full attention to the car 
while it is in motion, and because 
each car will be fully equipped 
with the usual safety devices, such 
as the ‘dead-man’ lever by which 
power is cut off when the opera- 
tor’s hand is removed and the de- 
vice which does not permit the car 
to start until the door is closed. 

“More than 280 towns and cities 
now operate one-man cars, either 
entirely or partially,” he continued, 
“and of these more than half have 
reported a reduction in accidents, 
126 reporting no change after 
adoption of the system.

I said, ‘Oh, 
no, wages are not coming down in 
the steel industry; make your mind 
up to that. If you are going out 
to sell your goods and eliminate 
your profit and expect to get it out 
of the men in the mills you are 
greatly mistaken.” 

A. R. Erskine, automobile manu- 
facturer, South Bend, Ind.: “We 
have a standardized working force 
which works varying hours daily 
according to production require- 
ments. Have not even considered 
reducing wages nor salaries and do 
not expect to be confronted with 
such an alternative.” ä 

“Ten years ago,“ Dickinson 
writes, summing up the replies in 
Printers’ Ink, when I was a mem- 
ber of President Harding’s unem- 
ployment conference run by Her- 
bert Hoover, I wrote a minority re- 
port against wage cuts.

Forest Park these hot nights 
seeking surcease from the terrific 
heat of stuffy rooms and city 
streets, 

As soon as the shadows stretch 
over the grassy reaches of the park 
they begin to come and in a few 
hours darkness biankets the sleep- 
ing forms of hundreds of families, 
For sleeping in the park usually is 
a family atfair and a family of 
three often will be augmented by a 
half dozen children, borrowed from 
the neighbors. Many workers, ex- 
hausted after a day in the bakery, 
laundry, foundry and other places 
where the heat is almost unbeara- 
ble, descend upon the park en 
masse. Sometimes a score or more 
will come in one of their com- 
pany’s trucks, park the truck by 
the roadside and drive back to 
work in it the next morning. 

Others come by street car and 
spend the night aiong the southern 
border of the park, stretched out 
upon newspapers laid on the grass. 
Still others are transients — tired 
traveling men for the most part — 
some of whom borrow linen from 
their hotels and make makeshift 
beds under the stars, . 

But most of those who flee the 
heat, arrive in automobiles crowd- 
ed with everything from mattresses 
to babies and baby carriages. And 
the cars range from antiquated 
tlivvers to expensive sedans. 

The majority stretch out upon 
newspapers, unmindful of the 
hardness of their couches, 80 
long as there is an  oppor- 
tumty to sleep. All wear the 
fewest garments possible. A bath- 
ing suit is a common costume and a 
child who wears a pair of trunks is 
considered well clad. Many, par- 
ticularly those who have slept cut 
before, bring hampers of food, eat 
a picnic supper and then breakfast 
on the remainder early in the morn- 
ing. For sleepers in the park are 
early risers. They have work to 
do and cheat the sun by rising be- 
fore it is well up.

b N army of the sleepless men, 


Forest Park is the triangle 

around the bandstand between 
Concourse and Greenhouse drives 
and Claytcn road. Under the arc 
lights, around long tables, bearded 
men, some of them talking in for- 
eign tongues, play pinochle far 
into the night. The passing motor- 
ists, even an occasional fringe of 
spectators, fail to disturb their ab- 
sorption in every turn of the cards. 
And always they talk, in short, 
jerky sentences, marking the ebb 
and flow cf individual fortunes. 

Weary men sleep upon the near- 
by benches, heedless of the shouts 
of racing children who are never 
too tired to play, and the occasion- 
al cry of a fretful baby, lulled to 
sleep in its mother’s arms, Elderly 
women, some of them the wives of 
the pinochle players, exchange the 
gossip cf the day and then repair 
to their family groups upon the 
turf. 

Each familly keeps to itself 
though other groups may sleep but 
a few feet away. Lost children 
are few and far between and the 
last thing the mother of a family 
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does before retiring is to count her 
brood and see that all are safe. Her 
problem is complicated a little 
when she has several neighbors’ 
children to care for as well as her 
own. Groups of two adults and 12 
or 13 children are not uncommon. 
Babies, some of them in carriages 
covered by mosquito netting, are 
given their milk, kept cool in 
thermos bottles, on time and rare- 
ly waken before dawn. Many of 
the families are acquainted and 
call greetings to one another be- 
fore they settle down to sleep. 


“Somehow it makes people 
friendly to sleep out this way,“ re- 
marked a policeman on duty in the 
park, “and we have had very lit- 
tle trouble with then. Sometimes 
they get their shoes mixed, but 
that’s all. 

“So many persons coming out 
here at night have scared away the 
stick-up men. Robberies have fall- 
en off since they began camping 
out.“ 
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OLICE- estimate that as many 
P as 15,000 persons have slept in 

the park on several of the hot - 
test nights. Thousands go to Gov- 
ernment Hill while the sunken 
garden opposite the bird cage, Art 
Hill and the old tourist camp are 
favorite localities also. Other per- 
sons have sought relief by going to 
Tower Grove, Carondelet, O' Fallon 
and Fairgrounds parks. 

Sprinklers play“upon the putting 
greens on the municipal golf 
courses all night and around each 
green clusters a group of the park 
dwellers. 

Many families have. slept out 
nearly every night for weeks and 
asbemble at the same place each 
night. These veterans of the war 
against heat know how to. make 
themselves comfortable. Shoes are 
discarded; clothing is -loosened; 
heads are pillowed so that the first 
beams of the rising sun will not 
disturb sleep-sealed eyes. A night 
out, however, is sufficient to make 
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a veteran out of a novice in the 
fine art of sleeping with the earth 
as a bed and the sky as a canopy. 
Painfully aware that late com- 
ers are apt to tread on sleepers in 
the darkness, those who rest near 
the roadways 1 barriers. 
Some turn benches over so that 
they afford an effective protec- 
tion; others surround themselves 
with baskets and milk bottles. 
Those who like to sleep in the 
park but don’t like to lie on, the 
ground, sleep half in and half out 
of their automobiles or stretch out 
on benches. Two men in a coupe 
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the other night tossed a coin. Then 
one went to bed in the car and 
his companion lay on a bench. 

A little further down the drive a 
big sedan was in its nightly park- 
ing place. A police dog, tethered 
to the steering wheel, growled 
warningly at those-who approach- 
‘ed while his master and mistress 
slept on the hillside above.

HE nearness of the Zoo adds 
T a spite to the night’s outing 
for the children. True, only 
the very little children, imagine 
that the golf bunkers hide lions 


and that tigers crouch behind the 
‘pushes, but all are aware of the 
presence of nocturnal beasts to 
whom the darkness of the night? is 
a heritage of the jungle. 

Now and again the deep throat- 
ed roar of a lion mocks the noise 
of passing automobiles or the 
piercing cry of a tropical bird shat- 
ters the silence of the night after 
the lights of the opera are dim- 
med and traffic has ceased. Some- 
times the eerie howl. of a coyote 
will come before the dawn, caus- 
ing city bed sleepers to stir rest- 
lessly, without knowing why. 

The strangeness of the surround- 
ings contribute to the night's ad- 
venture. Famillar objects in day- 
time, seen at night become omin- 
ous shadows. The rustle of a va- 
grant breeze through the foliage 
comes with weird effect upon ears 
accustomed to the noises: of city 
streets. Footfalls sound with start- 
ling clarity; the step of a child 
like the tread of a man. 

The confinement of space is done 
away with. -Eyes used to the four 
walls of a bedroom look up to un- 
winking stars set in the vast bowl 
of the sky. Oldsters, to whom the 
countryside is but a memory, re- 
member again to trace the Milky 
Way. Others, not yet inured to 
city life, recall a star lit pasture 
or a moon bathed lane. 

The darkness wraps each family 
closer, friendly only so long as 
familiar forms are near. And there 
are those who have found that 
sleeping under the stars does more 
than relieve tired bodies and bring 
balm to sleepy eyes.
